Senate Clears 
Drug Measure 


COLUMBUS (UPI) — Legis­ 
lation aim ed at allowing con­ 
sumers to bypass name brand 
drugs in favor of less expensive 
remedies with the sam e chem i­ 
cal makeup has cleared the 
Ohio Senate and is on its way to 
the House. 
The so-called “generic drug” 
bill, backed by organized labor 
as an advantage for consumers, 
was sent to the House Tuesday 
on a vote of 31 to 2, despite 
warnings it would 
save no 
money and might be “dan­ 
gerous” for some patients. 
As passed, the bill would 
enable pharmacists to offer 
consumers the option of pur­ 
ch asin g 
the 
chem ical 
equivalent of a name brand 
drug at a lower price unless a 
practitioner, in his own hand­ 
w ritin g, directed an exact 
prescription. 


The m easure ap p lies 
to 
prescriptions written by physi­ 
cians, dentists and veterina­ 
rians. 


The substituted drug would 
have to contain the “ identical 
active ingredients” in amount, 
quality and purity. In no case 
could the consumer be charged 
more than the regular retail 
price. 


Sen. Robert D. Freem an, D 
Canton, sponsor of the 
bill 
which was two years in the 
making, said it would spur 
competition within the drug 
m arket, savin g consum ers 
money while assuring quality 
drugs and com plyin g with 
federal and state health regula­ 
tions. 
The 
bill 
also 
contains 
a 
requirement that the name and 
address of the drug manufac­ 
turer appear in legible writing 
on the drug container and on 
advertising. 


One of the opponents. Sen. M. 
Ben Gaeth, R-Defiance, said 
the proposal could be “dan­ 
g ero u s” 
b ecau se 
different 
drugs could affect patients in 
different ways. 


‘‘And there 
is 
no proof 
positive that this is going to 
result in savings to anyone,” 
said Gaeth.

said it is possible tum ors 
caused by prolonged saccharin 
use dating back to the 1940s 
only now may be starting to 
show up. 
Looking to the future, Rail 
said he is particularly con­ 
cerned about the use of sac­ 
charin to replace sugar in diet 
drinks. 
“I think thtro is essentially 
no reason whv accharin should 
be present in 
aft drinks which 
are freely available and highly 
promoted for the entire popula­ 
tion,” he told an American 
Cancer Society seminar Tues 
day 
Rail, director of the National 
Institute of E nvironm ental 
Health Sciences and assistant 
surgeon 
general, 
said 
the 
possible benefits outweigh risks 
when saccharin 
is usrni by 
diabetics. 
‘T he use by diabetics doesn’t 
worry me at all,” he said. 
“What I am concerned about is 
that approximately 75 per cent 
of the saccharin manufactured 
goes into soft drinks.” 
The Food and Drug Adminis 
tration ’s proposed ban on 


saccharin has touched off a 
m ajor controversy. Hall was 
critical of scientists who op­ 
posed 
the ban 
before 
they 
studied the C anadian test on 
which the action was based 
“ I think it is an absolutely 
superb scientific study,” Hall 
said “ It’s very well done.” 
The key question is whether 
cancer developing in mice and 
rats fed large doses of a sub­ 
stance m eans the m aterial in 
m uch sm aller doses also can 
cause cancer in hum ans 
He 
concluded 
th a t 
such 
laboratory studies are valid 
and good predieters for hum an 
cancer. 
Of 20 agents known to cause 
cancer in people, Itall said all 
but two also cause cancer in 


animals. 
The exceptions are benzene, 
which he said has not been 
studied well in animals, and 
arsenic, which he said recent 
studies indicate interferes with 
cell repair mechanisms and 
indirectly may promote cancer. 
“It’s highly likely that sac­ 
charin 
is 
a 
carcinogenic 
(cancer causing) in man,” Hall 
said “It’s clearly carcinogenic 
in animals ”

dozen studies linking saccharin 
with cancer and when all the 
data is put together, it indicates 
even two

sumed daily for a long time

its 
custom ers. 
Brown says the utility should 
have been ordered to refund $45 
million to its custom ers. 
Brown said that if necessary, 
he will ask the Ohio Suprem e 
Court to review the decision in 
an effort to force Ohio Pow er to 
refund an additional $35 million 
to its residential custom ers. 
Brown was also critical of the 
PUCO for its decision concern­ 


ing the Ohio Pow er com pany’s 
use of out-of-state coal. 
“The PUCO w as quick to 
point out that it ordered Ohio 
Pow er to refund $9.5 million in 
e x c e ssiv e 
c h a rg e s ,” 
said 
Brown. “ But they overlooked 
the fact that the excessive price 
tag 
is $45 million 
and 
the 
residential consum ers deserve 
every penny of it.” 
Brown 
has 
charged 
Ohio 
Pow er Co. with over charging 
its consum ers $11.9 million, in 
addition to charging them $7.5 
million for equipm ent repairs, 
$18.5 million in excessive costs 
for im ported coal and $3 million 
in several other areas. 
Brown was m ost critical of 
the PUCO for m issing what he 
said 
was an 
opporunity 
to 
asse rt itself on the issue of 
using out-of-state coal instead 
of Ohio coal. 
“The PUCO even 
com pli­ 
m ented Ohio Pow er for an ­ 
ticipating EPA regulations and 
burning low-sulphur coal,” said 


Brown. “ When are they going 
to realize that there are no EPA 
sulfur regulations in effect, and 
when they are imposed, Ohio 
Pow er will have over two years 
in which to comply? 
“ Ohio P ow er has sim ply 
jum ped the gun at the expense 
of residential consum ers and is 
trying to comply with nonexist­ 
ent and unknown standards,” 
said Brown. 
“The PUCO has forgotten 
that it is a 
Public Utilities 
C o m m issio n ’ an d it should 
serve in the best interests of the 
e n tire 
Ohio 
p u b lic ,” 
said 
Brown. 
‘T h e PUCO says we failed to 
how that using expensive, out- 
of-state coal was unreasona­ 
ble,” he said “Ohio Pow er has 
a coal m ine a few m iles from its 
Gavin generating plant. But it 
still buys out-of-state coal at 
excessive costs and moves it 
thousands of m iles to Ohio. If 
th a t’s not unreasonable, I don’t 
know w hat is.”

But the key to the opposition 
w as w hether F lah erty advocat­ 
ed “defiance of the law ” in 1972 
when he appeared before the 
Pittsburgh school board and

“Such a posture is completely 
inconsistent with the role of a

But supporters said Flaherty 
took no such posture, and cited 
his assurance during confirm a­ 
tion hearings to “ enforce the

T hese g rad u ates blended 
challenge and responsibility,

Charlotte Hagem an revealed 
that her goals today were just 
as brilliant now as they were in 
the beginning when she wrote: 
“ We were raised to think of 
charity work like a career. 1 
have lived by the rule that since 
I have been given so much in 
family, education, and work 
much was to be expected of 
m e.”

Watch Those Wires, 
Kite Flyers Warned 


What begins a s an innocent 
day of kite flying can end in 
tragedy. The National Safety 
Council warns that kite flying 
can be a dangerous sport if 
proper m aterials and caution 
are not used 
Lew M eeker, d irecto r of 
accident prevention for Ohio 
Edison Co., offers these safety 
suggestions: 
1) Kites should be m ade of 
wood and paper, not wire or 
metal. 
2) Cotton string should be 
used to fly the kite — never wire 
or string that contains an in­ 
terwoven metal strand. 
3) Don’t fly kites on rainy 
days, or with a wet string. 
4) Fly your kite far away 
from electric power lines. 
5) Avoid flying kites around 
busy streets and highways 
6) Keep away from fallen 
wires. 
7) Always fly your kite far 
from TV and radio antennas 
8) Never climb a tree to free a 
snagged kite. 
9) If your kite gets snagged in 
a power line, call your power 
company. Don’t try to pull the 
string or climb the power pole 
Meeker also points out that 
caution should alw ays be taken 
when seeing any kind of downed 
wires. Local police, firemen 
and Ohio Edison should be 
notified. Do not attem pt to 
move the wire 
If your car hits a utility pole 
and a wire falls on it, stay in the 


car until a company lineman, 
firem an or policeman says it’s 
safe to get out. 
If you absolutely must get out 
of the wrecked car, jum p as far 
from the vehicle as possible 
keeping your feet together. Do 
not touch the car and ground at 
the sam e time so that your body 
doesn’t complete an electric 
circuit.

Someone Will Act 


The current drive against excessive violence 
on television can only benefit the medium. There 
are far too many shootings, stabbings, beatings, 
etc., that are presented solely for their shock 
value. 
But what is “ excessive” ? For that m atter, 
what is “ violence” ? 
Consider 
the highly acclaimed 
program, 
“ Roots.” Its producers have said that they were 
aware that the series, which portrayed the ex­ 
periences of one black family during slavery 
days, could jar possibly emotionally disturbed 
persons into acts of violence. 
What they and everyone else had in mind, 
however, was racial violence. No one remotedly 
dreamed that a man would take over a home for 
unwed mothers in Cincinnati at gunpoint in 
search of his son who had been born there 20 
years before. 


According to the lawyer for Jessie Coulder, the 
fellow had been sitting on the thing all those 
years. ‘The fuse that lit the dynamite was 
Roots.’ Jessie told me that when he saw Chicken 
George (a character in the story) get his own 
family back together, he couldn’t help himself.” 
It wasn’t violence per se that tripped a circuit 
in this man’s head. He had probably seen thou­ 
sands of TV cops gunned down by robbers, and 
vice versa, over the past 20 years. It was 
something 
wholly 
unpredictable, 
something 
proceeding from the human condition itself — his 
own personal human condition. 
Unless we present nothing on television more 
E 
revocative than warm milk, there will always 
e the possibility that something will incite 
someone somewhere to an antisocial act. And we 
can’t even be sure about the warm milk. 
Lesson For Uncle Sam 


Economists used to point with alarm to the fact 
that America was becoming a “ debt society.” 
But you don’t hear so many claims these days 
that 
the 
buy-now-pay-la ter syndrome 
is 
a 
dangerous and self-indulgent flaw in the national 
character. 
Indeed, Uncle Sam could take some lessons in 
sound debt management from his nieces and 
nephews. In the past 15 years, the federal debt 
has increased nearly twice as much as out­ 
standing consumer credit. Statistics compiled by 
one major bank credit card provide additional 
evidence that Americans exercise far more debt 
restraint and financial respoasibility than their 
elected representatives. 
Figures recently released by BankAmericard, 
now changing its name to Vista, show that more 
than a third of its 34 million cardholders in the 
United States settle their accounts in full each 
month. Delinquent accounts (defined as those 


over 30 days past due) declined last year to a new 
low of 3.13 per cent of total dollars outstanding, 
and losses from people who didn’t pay up con­ 
tinued a three-year downward trend to three- 
quarters of a cent for each sales dollar. 
After all, banks got into the credit card 
business in the first place on the assumption that 
the public would make responsible use of a more 
convenient form of consumer credit. “ Other­ 
wise,” points out a BankAmericard spokesman, 
“ we would have been promptly wiped out.”

A Government 
Of The People? 


W A S H IN G T O N

Countless nationwide surveys 
conducted in the past five years 
have shown that the vast 
m ajority 
of the A m erican 
people are cynical, distrustful 
and suspicious of the federal 
government which is supposed 
to represent their interests. 
A typical public opinion poll, 
taken last year, shows that 
citizen alienation has reached 
the point where two-thirds of 
thgse questioned agree with the 
statement: 
“ People like me 
don’t have any say about what 
the government does.” 
Those same respondents, by 
a margin of almost 3-1, say they 
believe ‘‘that the government in 
Washington is pretty much run 
by a few big interests” rather 
than “ for the benefit of all the 
people.” 
At a time when most citizens 
believe they have no voice 
whatever in shaping the federal 
decisions which directly affect 
their lives, a little-noticed bill in 
Congress with

title of “ The Pu b lic P a r ­ 
ticipation in Federal Agency 
Proceedings Act of 1977” may 
be an idea whose time has 
come.

The funds would pay for the 
expenses incurred by senior 
citizens, 
community 
groups, 
consumers, the poor and other 
segments of society which

unrepresented in rulemaking, 


ratem aking 
and 
licensing 
procedures 
conducted 
by 
government departments and^ 
regulatory agencies. 
It’s 
no 
surprise 
that 
the 
legislation is opposed by the 
special interest groups which 
for decades have been able to 
get what they want 
from 
governm ent 
agencies 
by 
m arshaling 
large, 
well- 
financed and often unopposed 
teams of lawyers, “ experts” 
and 
“ consultants” 
to argue 
their case. 
The most outspoken critics of 
the bill have been the nuclear 
power industry and public 
utilities. Typical of their at­ 
titude was the approach taken 
during 
hearings 
on 
similar 
legislation last year by William 
H. Cuddy, a Hartford, Conn., 
lawyer. 
Appearing as a spokesman 
for the Northwest U tilities 
System, a 
holding company 
whose subsidiaries provide 
electric and gas service 
in 
C o n n e c t i c u t 
a n d 
Massachusetts, Cuddy said he 
had never participated in a 
regulatory agency proceeding 
in which a citizen group had 
made 
“ any 
significant 
con­ 
tribution to what I would regard 
as the over-all good.” 
T H IS Y E A R , 
George G l­ 
eason, executive vice president 
of 
the 
A m erican 
N uclear 
Energy Council, said he feared 
that the federal reimbursement 
probably would go to “ very 
w ealthy groups backed by- 
m ultim illion aires ph ilan thr­ 
opists.” 
Uastated in those arguments 
was the distaste the nation’s 
power 
com panies 
have 
developed for citizen groups 
which challenge their proposed 
rate increases and the hostility 
the country’s nuclear energy 


establishment has for members 
of the 
public 
who discover 
geologic fault lines in the earth 
directly beneath proposed sites 
for nuclear power plants. 
The more sophisticated in­ 
dustry critics of the legislation 
argue 
that 
it 
would 
un­ 
necessarily com plicate and 
delay 
ratem aking 
and 
rulemaking proceedings, 
but 
numerous federal judges and 
regulatory 
agency 
com ­ 
missioners have testified that 
participation by citizen groups 
often enhances and speeds up 
the process. 
Some of the country’s most 
active citizen, consumer and 
environmental 
organizations 
already are participants in the 
process. But the cost of par­ 
ticipating 
in a 
regulatory 
agency 
proceeding 
often 
is 
$100,000 or more, and those 
groups 
have 
only 
lim ited 
resources to draw upon. 
The time has come to open 
the 
doors 
even 
wider, 
destroying 
what 
Kennedy 
describes as the popular image 
of 
“ governm ent 
decisions 
always made in Washington by 
faceless bureaucrats canting 
legal 
mumbo-jumbo 
and 
following arcane procedures.”

Here is a rather simple 
Trezel-Reese hand 
Simple, 
but one that many players 
miss because they aren’t go­ 
ing to waste an ace when they 
can win a trick with a IO.

South wins the trick with the 
IO, he may play the hand for a 
long time But he won t make 
nine tricks unless the defense 
really slips.

To Correct Columbiana Flooding 
Council Okays Funds 
For Storm Sewer Job

C O LU M BIA N A — Village 
Council Tuesday night voted to 
spend about $4,500 to enlarge 
the storm sewer systems on 
Bittersweet Drive and Fairfield 
School 
Rd. 
Council 
also 
awarded contracts 
for 
con­ 
struction of an addition to the 
village maintenance building at 
a cost of $41,175. 
Albert Wardingley, village 
manager, presented the pro­ 
posal to correct the storm 
sewer problem. Some 15 resi­ 
dents of Bittersweet Drive at­ 
tended and stressed the neces­ 
sity for the project. 
Alan Douglas of Bittersweet 
Drive acted as the spokesman. 
“ I ’ve lived there for eight 
years,” he said. “ And we've 
had a flooding problem for six 
years.” 
The causes of the flooding 
problem in the area are appar­ 
ently twofold. First of all, two 
14-inch pipes join together at an 
enlarged catch basin, only to 
flow into a single 14-inch pipe 
and a smaller catch basin. 
Council voted to install a second 
15-inch line from the joint catch 
basin and enlarge the second 
catch basin, to which both the

14-and 15-inch lines would feed. 
Secondly, a catch basin on the 
Jim Hunt property was re­ 
portedly filled in when Hunt ob­ 
tained the land, causing the 
runoff to be added to water en 
route to the already over­ 
flowing storm sewers.

Carter Signs 
Government 
Overhaul Bill 
WASHINGTON (U P I) - Ful- 
fulling a major campaign 
promise, President Carter 
today signed his government 
reorganization 
authorization 
bill and said he would start “ a 
searching examination” of the 
bureaucracy with an overhaul 
of his own office. 
The White House Oval Office 
ceremony was a climax to 
outsider Carter’s two-year 
presidential campaign in which 
he repeatedly assailed the 
overgrown, inefficient federal 
bureaucracy. 
"We have no master list or 
hidden agenda” for reorganiza­ 
tion targets, the White House 
said in a statement. 
But, it said, Carter "has 
identified several areas 
for 
early action, including energy, 
oil spill pollution control, 
consumer affairs, civil rights, 
advisory committees and the 
President’s Executive Office.” 
“ As I have stated on many 
occasions, my administration is 
determined to reorganize and 
streamline 
the 
executive 
branch of our government," 
Carter said in a statement at 
the signing. “ The reorganiza­ 
tion program will 
make a 
searching examination of the 
entire federal structure.” 
The bill signed by Carter 
today gives the President 
authority to transfer, consoli­ 
date or abilish many — but not 
all — government 
agencies 
subject to veto by either house 
of Congress within 60 days. If 
the veto is not voted, then the 
change automatically becomes 
law. 
Leach Convicted

CLEVELA N D (U P I) - Viet­ 
nam veteran Ashby Leach 
remained free on bond today 
pending appeal of his con­ 
viction on charges of extortion, 
assault and possession of 
criminal tools for his Aug 26 
takeover of Chessie System 
Headquarters. 
A jury of seven women and 
five men in Cuyahoga County 
Common Pleas Court found him

— a shotgun and a pistol. 
Leach, 31, 
Huntington, W 
Va , held 13 persons hostage at 
gunpoint for nine hours, giving 
up only when he got national 
broadcast of his demands for 
GI Bill of Rights benefits for 
Vietnam veterans employed by 
Chessie. 
Leach was sentenced to a 
total of 3 to 15 years in prison by 
Judge Eugene Sawicki, who 
continued Leach’s $100,000 
bond The judge gave him 2 to 
10 years on extortion and 1 to 5 
years on possession of criminal 
tools, with the sentences to run 
consecutively, and six months 
for assault, to run concurrently 
with one of the other terms

Then Couldn't Restart It 
Crew Of Downed Jet 
May Have Shut Off 
Engine Intentionally 


N E W H O PE, Ga. (U P I) - 
The crew of a Southern Airways 
jetliner that crashed during a 
hailstorm may have shut down 
their rem aining engine in­ 
tentionally in hopes of saving it 
but then could not start it up 
again, a federal investigator 
says. 
The DC9, without either 
engine working, failed to land 
on a narrow highway Monday 
afternoon and sheared off trees 
and power poles, smashed a 
country store and several cars 
before disintegrating in flames. 
One victim died in an Atlanta 
hospital Tuesday night to push 
the death toll to 69 persons, 
including the pilot and copilot of 
the plane. Twenty-five other 
persons were injured. 


The 
taped 
recording 
of 
conversations in the plane 
cockpit revealed a voice be­ 
lieved to be that of copilot 
Lym an W. Keele, 
J r ., 34, 
shouting “ Shut it down! Shut it 
down!” 
FH-McAdams of the National 
Transportation Safety 
Board 
met with about 75 other in­ 
vestigators Tuesday and said 
much of the 30-minute tape was 
drowned out by the roar of hail. 
The pilot, Capt. W illiam 
M cKenzie, 54, e arlier had 
reported the plane’s windshield 
damaged and one engine was 
dead. McAdams said investiga­ 
tors speculated the crew shut 
down the second engine “ be­ 
cause of either an indication of 
overheating or it could disinte­ 
grate.” 
He said, “ Usually, you can 
restart an engine in flight, but 
there were indications of un­ 
successful attempts to restart 
the second engine.

Filipino To Crucify 
Self For 6th Time

(U P I) — Domingo Yumang, a 
long-haired, bearded fish er­ 
man, vowed six years ago he 
would crucify 
himself 
each 
year for 10 years if his ailing 
daughter were allowed to live. 
On Good Friday, he will honor 
that vow for the sixth time. 


Domingo, 41, keeps the four 
specially made nails he uses in 
his annual ordeal in a jar of 
alcohol. They are three inches 
long, razor thin and flattened at 
one end. 
Speaking in halting English. 
Domingo said he made his vow 
“ in a private talk with God’’ in 
a desperate effort to save his 
ailing infant daughter. 
Six-year-old Esperanza is 
now healthy and her grateful 
father is determined to fulfill 
that pledge 
Domingo has photographs of 
his previous crucifixions. His 
waist and feet are tied to the 10- 
foot cross to prevent the flesh 
from tearing. There are no 
scars on his hands. 
Domingo said the greatest 
pain hits about five minutes 
after the cross is raised near a 


now-abandoned chapel in the 
fishing village north of Manila 
It hits again when the nails are 
removed, sometimes with a 
crowbar. 
But Domingo said he never 
sees a 
doctor afterw ards, 
preferring instead to soak his 
hands in alcohol to heal the 
wounds. 
E n ric a , his w ife, 
looked 
drawn and shook her head 
while listening to Domingo 
“ What can I do?” she asked 
“ He has made his vow and will 
not listen to me.” she said. “ I 
cry when I see the pain he 
suffers. His mother begged him 
to stop. But he listens to no 
one.” 
Domingo’s friends drive the 
nails through his hands, but 
sometimes scream and beg him 
to not to continue. Domingo 
said some in the large crowd 
that gathers each year yell 
encouragement and even make 
bets with each other. 
Crucifixions and other physi­ 
cal acts of penance are not 
unusual in some Christian 
countries, particularly during 
the Lenten period preceding 
Easter.

Coal Conversion Measure 
Opposed By Mine Industry 


W A SH IN G T O N 
( U P I) 
— 
Much to the surprise of the 
Senate Energy and 
Natural 
Resources subcommittee, the 
coal industry has opposed 
legislation that would require 
electric utilities to convert from 
oil and natural gas to coal fuel. 
Carl Bagge, president of the 
National Coal 
Association, 
testified at the subcommittee’s 
hearing Tuesday, 
reading a 
long list of reasons for the 
stand, including the fact that 
such mandatory action could 
lead to federal coal allocation 
and price controls. 
The NCA is a Washington- 
based trade association which 
represents firm s producing 
more than half of the nation’s 
coal. 
“ Well, that’s an interesting 
position,” comm ented Sen. 
Floyd Haskell, D-Colo., who 
presided over the subcommit­ 
tee. 
Bagge 
received 
harsher 
treatment from Sen. Howard 
Metzenbaum , 
D-Ohio, 
who 
hinted that oil companies which 
own coal operations may have 
influenced the coal 
industry 
position. 
“ I ’m sitting here just trying 
to figure out why,” Metzen­ 
baum 
said, 
before 
quizzing 
Bagge on the relationship of oil 
firms with the coal industry. 
“ Not much of your testimony 
would be different if an oil 
company was testifying,” Met­ 
zenbaum added. 
But Bagge insisted that not 
even his board of directors had 
read the testimony. “ I haven’t 
checked it out with the A P I,” he 


added, referring to the oil in­ 
dustry’s American Petroleim 
Institute. 
Bagge said u tilitiies are 
already converting from oil and 
natural gas to coal and man­ 
datory requirements would add 
little ; 
the 
three-year-old 
F e d e r a l 
E n e r g y 
A dm inistration 
conversion 
program has been a failure; 
and the legislation could lead to 
an 
expanded 
regulatory 
bureaucracy. 
But a key factor was the fact 
mandatory use of coal could 
pave the way for mandatory 
allocation and price controls. 
“ Major coal producers have 
a vivid recollection of the price 
controls imposed in the 1971- 
1973 period which were directly 
responsible for substantial ope­ 
rating losses 
by 
nearly 
all 
major companies,” Bagge said. 
“ Those price controls also 
prevented the necessary ex­ 
pansion of coal production 
cap acity which contributed 
temporary market distortions 
during the Arab oil embargo,” 
he added. 
Instead of mandatory con­ 
version, 
Bagge 
suggested 
easing federal and state air 
pollution standards; removing 
federal 
price 
controls 
on 
petroleum; and increasing the 
investm ent 
tax 
credit 
for 
pollution control and coal 
handling equipment.

“What can T do0" he asked. 
“I operate a drag line and there 
won't be many openings for 
drag mining operators when 
they start closing the mines 
around here. 
“ I would probably have to 
move out West and work the 
surface mines out there, 
he 
said. “I’ve lived and worked in 
the valley all my life and I sure 
don't want to leave " 
“ It would be very difficult." 
said his wife. "He would have to 
go out there alone, at least at 
first. And then we would have to 
pull up from the only home we 
have ever known and follow 
him 
Mrs. M itchell, like most 


residents of the heavily mdus 
trialized Ohio Valley, can't see 
all the fuss over the sulfur 
dioxide emissions which many 
feel don’t pose a serious health 
problem. 
They rem em ber how it used 
to be. 
“ When 1 was a kid I can 
r e m e m b e r when we would 
clean our kitchen in the sum ­ 
mertime, then open the win­ 
dows and a little while later we 
could write our initials in the 
Cinders and coal dust that blew 
into 
the 
house,” 
she 
said. 
“There has been a big change 
since then. Things are a lot 
Ideaner now . There is a world of 
difference,” she said. 
“But people are scared,” said 
Mitchell. “They just don't know 
w hat’s going to happen.” 
Tom Martin, a yard superin 
tendent at Consolidation Coal 
Co.’s MeElroy Mine at nearby 
Moundsville, W.Va., is hopeful 
the restrictions will he relaxed 
"I personally don't see how 


the\ can let this go through." he 
said “There is a lot of money 
tii'd up here in these mines 
This whole area is nothing but 
high sulfur coal 
Everybody 
seems to be holding off to see 
what happens.” 
His wife, Karen, is another 
who has seen a tremendous 
improvement in pollution con 
trol in the Ohio Valley over the 
past 25 years. 
“I can rem em ber when we 
had milk delivered in bottles 
and in the winter the cream 
would freeze and pop-out the 
top," she said 
"And by the 
time we got it in the house that 
cream was covered with soot." 
But one mine has already 
been closed and Guzek and 
other I'MW officials believe 
more w ill follow, 
Consolidation 
Coal 
co. 
recently announced it will be 
forced to close its West F arm 
Mine near Smithfield, Ohio, 
because o! a decrease in the 
demand for high sulfur coal 


"We can’t run a coal mine it 
we can't sell the coal," said 
George G 
Schneider, 
vice 
p resident-m ining 
for 
C on­ 
solidations Mid-West Region. 
He said 60 to 70 miners would 
be put out ot work by the 
planned shutdown 
“Unless 
the 
US 
Environ 
mental Protection Agency 
is 
made to back off, and back off 
fast, we are all going to be 
following the mines to Wyo­ 
ming,” said Guzek in a letter to 
all ol the miners in his district 
"The clock is now on the 
eleventh hour and the fifty ninth 
minute and unless you act and 
act now . it might be too late." 
said Guzek in urging the miners 
to w rite their congressmen 
"This union and its member 
shiphavea history of fighting." 
Guzek said. “And I am asking 
you now to double your efforts 
in this direction 
United we 
stand and divided we fall Let

An inability to negotiate a 
contract with Sox owner Bill 
Veeck left Dent unsigned After 
offering the shortstop a three- 
year $500,(MX) contract, triple 
what Dent received in 1976, 
Veeck 
placed 
out 
feelers 
around the league Dent was 
available for the right price. 
Steinbrenner and Veeck had 
discussed that price for four 
months, but the owners were 
never able to agree However, 
with the season just one day 
away Dent was finally traded 
to New York where he was 
quickly signed to a three year 
pact estimated to he in the 
vicinity of $600,000.

To build a muscle 


D EAR DR. LAM B - I h;ive 
been a serious weight lifter 
for several years and have a 
few questions concerning 
muscle development. 
What 
effects on muscle tissue does 
weightlifting have? How does 
a muscle grow in strength and 
size due to weightlifting9 How 
long does an exhausted mus­ 
cle take to rejuvenate itself, 
that is, how much time should 
be put in between completed 
exercises of a particular mus­ 
cle group9 On a daily basis, 
how 
much 
p rotein 
is 
necessary to complement 
heavy weight lifting? 
D E A R

Resistance type exercises 
such as weight-lifting cause 
the muscle fibers to enlarge. 
It does not increase the 
number of muscle fibers. The 
larger fiber is stronger. The 
muscle made up of larger 
fibers is then able to contract 
with greater force (increased 
strength) 
and lift larger 
weights Depending upon your 
dietary program, the muscles 
will eliminate fat between the 
fibers and become tougher 
and harder 
The sequence seems to be 
that when a muscle is con­ 
tracted against resistance it 
stimulates the production of 
creatine, a protein manufac­ 
tured by the muscle cells The 
creatine then stimulates the 
muscle fibers to grow, enabl­ 
ing them to contract with 
greater force and release 
more creatine. The muscle 
grows and changes until it is 
large and strong enough to 
manage the weight it is 
challenged with. 
The best training effect for 
strength is not achieved by ex­ 
hausting the muscle. The best 
results are obtained by train­ 
ing, not straining 
It only 
takes a few minutes for a 
group of muscles to recover if 
you don't exhaust them You 
also get better results by let­ 
ting the muscles rest a day 
before a second training ses­

used for energy The point is 
that you can get your total 
calorie requirement from 
good food, including car­ 
bohydrates. More protein than 
your body requires for 
building and maintenance is 
converted to energy and used 
as fats and carbohydrates for 
energy needs or stored as fat 
energy 
Excess calorie intake can 
lead to formation of fat 
between the muscle fibers 
which makes the muscle look 
larger but may even decrease 
its strength The fat acts as a 
friction break Marbled beef 
is a good example of fat 
deposits 
between 
muscle 
fiber 
Excess eating of any 
and all foods while on a 
muscle-building program 
really leads to “ marbled 
muscles.” 
Health 
data 
suggests that persistent in­ 
crease of fat deposits leads to 
heart and vascular disease 
and is not healthy. Good 
weight training with sensible 
diets, avoiding the fattening 
fads of some body builders, is 
healthy when it is done 
properly.

European Wild Birds 
Are Facing Extinction 


LONDON (U P I) - T hese a re 
h ard tim e s 
fo r 
th e L ittle 
B ustard, the B lack-W inged Stilt 
and the C orsican Nuthatch 
T h ey’re am ong m ore than 60 
sp ecies of W estern E u ro p e’s 
wild birds that are rare or 
threatened with extinction, a c ­ 
cording to a 
report by the 
E u rop ea n 
E c o n o m ic 
C o m ­ 
m unity. 
“At least 60 sp ecies of wild 
birds will becom e extinct and 
• m any others will decline in 
p op u latio n u n le ss p ro tectiv e 
. m easures are introduced soon’’ 
; in the nine Com mon Market 
- countries, the report by the 
com m ission said 
“E ach year an estim ated 170 
m illion wild anim als, including 
m illions of birds such as fin­ 
ch es, buntings, larks, warblers, 
sw allow s and other m igrating 
birds are shot down, trapped or 
netted ,” the report said 
In Italy alone, it said, $119 
m illion is spent annually on 1.2 
b illio n c a r tr id g e s 
and

shooting season extends from 
« A ugust to M arch. 
' 
Italian hunters are prone to 
blast aw ay at anything that 
flies and grilled songbirds are

The com m ission, in consulta­ 
tion

w ildlife protection groups, has 
drawn up a series of proposals 
for Com mon M arket approval

The proposed m easures are 
d esign ed : 
— to introduce a conservation 
policy for wild birds regularly 
sighted in the Common Market 
‘ countries. 


— to m ain tain the n u m b ers of 
the vario u s sp ecies a t a level 
c o m p a tib le w ith e c o lo g ic a l, 
e c o n o m ic , r e c r e a tio n a l an d 
scien tific req u irem en ts.

those such as g am e b ird s which 
a re often a lre a d y co v ered by

ing law s. 
T he re p o rt said 400 species of 
b ird s ob serv ed reg u larly w ithin 
C om m on M ark et te rrito ry w ere 
th reaten ed 
It said ab o ut 60 
sp ecies could soon be extinct 
an d in m ost of the o th ers o r­ 
nithologists 
have

More often than any other 
room, the kitchen ranks first 
on the homeowner’s priority 
list of improvements, and tha 
bathroom is second.

sure the cabinetry you select 
comes with instructions that 
are easy for a non-professional 
to follow

Dos And Don'ts 
For Safe Kitchen 


Safety should begin at home, 
judging from a National Safety 
Council statistic that one-third 
of the persons injured each 
year in the U.S. are either in 
the heme or on the home 
premises. 
High risk area 
With greater precautionary 
measures, this figure could be 
reduced 
— especially 
in 
particular areas of the home 
like the kitchen, where ac­ 
cident risk is high. 
The 
G illette 
Com pany, 
makers of smoke detectors 
and 
fire 
extinguishers 
designed to keep every room in 
the home safe from the threat 
of fire, has a particular con­ 
cern for kitchen safety. 


Because over 65 per cent of 
home fires start in the kitchen, 
special care should be taken in 
this room where there is a 
concentration of electrical 
appliances. 


Hub of activity 
To keep the room that is 
usually the “hub of activity” 
safe from fire and other

— DON’T use an electric 
mixer or another small ap­ 
pliance next to a kitchen sink 
filled with water, where it 
might slip in and you would be 
apt to reach for it. 
— DO check plugs and cords

placed where it should be — by 
the sink — for easy access to 
wipe up dripping slippery 
puddles on the floor.

still hot. Place a hook to hang 
hot pads close to the range go 
one can be grabbed quickly if 
necessary. 
— DO keep a small first-aid 
kit in a draw er in the kitchen 
for easy reach.

children the rules on kitchen 
safety.

Insulate House 
From Crawlspace 


If 
your 
house 
has 
a 
crawlspace rather than a 
basement, you can make your 
home more comfortable and 
energy-saving by insulating 
the 
perim eter 
of 
the 
crawlspace. This approach is 
often quicker, easier, and less 
expensive than actually in­ 
sulating the joists beneath the 
floors of your home, according 
to the energy experts at the 
CertainTeed Home Institute, 
Valley Forge, Pa. 
However, the crawlspace 
should be an unvented one, or 
you should close off and in­ 
sulate any existing vents in the 
winter. 
Measure first 
Before you begin, measure 
the distance between the floor 
joists (usually 15 inches or 23 
inches) so that you can pur­ 
chase six inch-thick batts or 
rolls of unfaced fiber glass 
insulation to fit between them. 
You’ll also need a hammer 
and nails, heavy duty linoleum 
shears, a linoleum knife or 
serrated break knife (to cut 
the insulation); tem porary 
lighting 
with 
waterproof 
wiring and connections, a 
portable fan for ventilation, a 
tape measure, and duct tape (2 
inches wide). 
You’ll need Vfe” x l lA” strips 
of wood to use in securing the 
insulation to the sill along the 
walls. (You’ll need enough 
nailing strips to extend the 
entire length of each of the 
walls to be insulated.) 
Different joists 
You’ll 
also 
need 
polyethylene sheeting (six mil 
thick) to completely cover the 
earthen floor beneat the house 
and to extend up the walls 
several inches all around. 
Where 
joists 
are 
per­ 
pendicular to the side wall, 
begin by cutting short pieces of 
insulation to hit snugly against 
the header. Then install longer 
strips of insulation, nailing it to 
the sill using the strips of 
wood. 
You can also solve the 
problem by nailing the in­ 
sulation directly to the header 
using the wood stips. This 
procedure works particularly 
well when joists run parallel to 
the wall you’re insulating. 
Once you’ve insulated all the 
wall 
areas, 
install 
the 
polyethylene vapor barrier 
underneath the insulation on 
the earth floor, extending up 
the walls about two inches. 
Tape it to the walls, over­ 
lapping the edges of the 
sheeting six inches, using the 
duct tape. (You lay the vapor

crawlspace is not advisable in 
Alaska, Minnesota and nor­ 
thern Maine. Due to the ex­ 
treme frost penetration in 
these areas, foundations may 
be affected. It’d be advisable 


in these locations to insulate 
the 
flooring 
above 
the 
crawlspace instead.

An effective way to improve 
the appearnace of a home and 
upgrade its value at the same 
time is with a bit of exterior 
decoration 
One family converted some 
idle space, for example, into 
an open pxjrch with a hand­ 
some wood deck and a new 
side entry. The do-it-yourself 
addition provided the home­ 
owner with an outdoor room 
for extra space at considerably 
less expense than the cost of a 
room addition. 
In the 12-by-15 foot add-on, 
Douglas fir lumber was used 
for the deck. Decking of 2x4s 
was set on edge for added 
strength and visual interest 
and was supported by 2x8 
joists and 4x4 posts. 
Built-in benches add to the 
comfort and convenience of 
the outdoor room, which is 
supported along a side wall of 
the house and by posts set back 
from the outer edge of the 
deck. 
Replacing a closed-in bay 
window with a pair of glass 
paneled doors proyided the 
new side entry. 
The western lumber used to 
build the deck was coated with 
a preservative stain. After a 
railing was installed, siding 
was used to cover the railing 
for both privacy and to make 
the outdoor room appear a

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Heat Pumps Now Have 
Increased Popularity 


Evidence continues to mount 
nationwide that regardless of 
clim ate 
or 
geographic 
location, 
remodelers 
and 
builders big and small are 
turning to the heat pump as the 
primary means of noth heating 
and cooling buildings with a 
single central system. 
According to studies made 
by General Electric of in­ 
stalla tioas of its Weathertron 
heat pump, the applications 
vary from small remodeling 
jobs 
to 
entire 
housing 
developments. 
The individuals who decided 
on theGE heat pump did so for 
a variety of reasons, but the 
basic one is that the heat pump 
is the most efficient method of 
electric heating presently 
avilable 
With oil in short supply and 
natural gas unavailable for 
new 
construction in 
many 
areas, electricity is rapidly on 
the way to becoming our 
primary heating “fuel.” 
G E ’s survey includes a 
variety 
of 
diverse 
in­ 
stallations, such as a new 
home in a Minneapolis suburb, 
housing developments in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., and Columbia, 
Md., a remodeled 160-year-old 
home in North Carolina, and a 
single family home in northern 
Indiana. 
In Minneapolis, the builder 
was constructing his own 
home, 
and 
wanted 
the 
cleanliness and convenience of 
electric heat. Commenting on 
the system in the completed 
home, his wife stressed that 
one of her favorite features is 
its automatic operation; it can 
be set and forgotten and the 
house will remain at the 
c h o s e n 
t e m p e r a t u r e 
autom atically winter and 
summer. 
Cost of operation was the 
concern 
of 
an 
energy­ 
conscious builder ih Ann 
Arbor. While recognizing that 
installation of GE Weathertron 
heat pumps and increased 
insulation added to the initial 
costs, he calculated that these 
costs would be recovered 
within about four years in fuel 
savings So far, he built 170 
homes so equipped. 
Operational costs also were 
uppermost in the mind of the 
Maryland developer, as was 


the fact that natural gas was 
not available. So he, too, went 
the heat pump route, based on 
performance analyses which 
showed utility cost savings on 
homes which were heated and 


cooled by the heat pump, as 
com pared 
to 
electric 
resistance heat. 
The North Carolina two- 
story, fram e single-family 
home is all-electric, and the 
re s to re r-o w n e r wa n t e d 
electric heating, even though 
natural gas was available. 
He views the heat pump as 
reliable, based on the low rate 
of service it has required in the 
five years since installation. 
In northeast Indiana, the 
homeowner had his local

electrical consumption of his

A year-long study showed 
him that, compared with other 
electric heating methods, not 
only did he save money on his 
heating costs, but he achieved 
sufficient savings in heating to 
cover the co6t of summer 
cooling. 
The “magic” of the heat 
K 
mp is that it extracts heat 
>m the outside air — heat 
that is present even on the 
coldest days — and puts it 
inside your home. 
During summer months, it 
reverses this cycle and takes 
heat from inside your home 
and dumps it out-of-doors. 
GE officials estimate 300,000 
heat 
pumps 
were 
sold 
nationally last year, with the 
expectation that figure will 
double by 1980 
So 
for 
replacem ent, 
modernization, or new con­ 
struction, using electricity for 
central heating, the heat pump 
definitely seems to be an 
energy-saving system of the 
future.

STRUCK TOOL SET — 
Struck or hammered tools 
perform a variety of jobs 
around the home but for safety 
and quality of work the Hand 
Tools Institute (HTI) cautions 
that the correct tool be used for 
each job. For a basic set of 
struck tools HTI recommends: 
a woodsplitting wedge, star 
drills for masonry, a set of 
punches, nail sets and cold 


chisels for metal work. For 
safety, HTI urges using the 
correct hammer in striking 
struck tools such as the hand 
drilling hammer shown, which 
can be used for all the struck 
tools pictured except the 
woodsplitting wedge (left). 
The wedge should be struck 
with a heavy sledge or wood 
choppers’ maul. 


Facts About 
Today's Building 
Techniques 


W ith the energy crisis with us, it has changed our 
building technique som ewhat. 
Using one inch styrofoam tongue and groove 
sheathing instead of one half inch celotex on out­ 
side w alls. 
Styrofoam lacks the high racking strenath of dia­ 
gonal sheating or plywood corners. Therefore, 
when using Styrofoam a special let-in bracing is 
needed at the corners. 
The tongue and groove styrofoam is a high per­ 
form ance insulation that covers the entire wood 
fram ing to elim inate the gape and drafts that are 
common w ith celotex. 
Special attention should be given to getting a good 
tight vapor seal on the interior of the wall. Seal^vell 
at windows and convenience outlets and staple 
vapor b arrier backing to the face of the studs rath­ 
er than on the sides. Polyethylene film does a bet­ 
ter job because of the few er lap joints. The purpose 
is to minimize vapor accumulation within the walls, 
since any vapor would be retarded by the styrofoam 
in w orking its w ay outside and could condense 
within the w all. 
Polyethylene should be used with the unfaced 
friction-fit fiberglas building insulation or blown 
cellulose wood fiber insulation. Using the system 
would reduce heat gain and heat loss through the 
side w alls to the barest minimum. 
A w ell insulated ceiling area with good ven tila­ 
tion would give you a comfortable home year round 
and save energy. 
In existing structure the blown-in 
type is the easiest to install. It would cut fuel cost 
and give you a more com fortable home in w inter 
and summer. It would also cut down on ice build­ 
up as was seen this past w inter. 
If you had a lot of ice on your home this post w in­ 
ter, you don't have enough insulation. Heat is es­ 
caping and causing the snow to melt from under­ 
neath. When it hits the eaves, it's refreezing, caus­ 
ing ice build-up, and then causing dam age to gut­ 
ter and roof area. 
The practical and simple solution to fuel shortage 
and rising fuel cost is insulation to save energy.

A ccording

granules. Look for evidence in 
gutters and downspouts. 
If a leaking roof is suspec­ 
ted, inspect the attic the next 
time it rains. Minor leaks can 
usually be repaired, but a leak 
can mean the roof must be 
replaced. 
It a root is relatively new 
and has 
suffered lim ited 
damage from a 
storm 
of 
falling objects, chances are it 
can be repaired easily. For 


example, individual shingles 
that are damaged or have 
blown away can be replaced. 
Loose shingles can be reaniled,

Be Careful! 
But installing a new roof or 
repairing an old one can be a 
dangerous job, which is why 
Johns-M anville offers the 
following simple precautions 
to make roofing safer. 
Never start roofing in cold 
(below 40 degrees F) or wet 
weather. 
Always secure the ladder 
firmly top and bottom. 
Never walk on a wet roof. 
Early morning dew can be 
slippery.

W ear heavy rubber-soled 
shoes for good footing. 
Don’t touch power lines or 
conduits and never let a metal 
ladder contact one. 
Lift only easy loads. 


If the roof slopes more than a

horizontal, use roof brackets 
and boards. Leave the bottom 
board at the eaves (edge) until 
that section of the roof is 
complete.
